home under escort. 

“As contrasted with conditiona < only.a cant baretlvaly 2éve years ago, when 
rural, telephones were few and far between, the prairies of Canada are now 
criss-crossed with rural telephone lines. Nearly every rurai School has a 
‘telephone installed, and an. instrument is to be found in the’ great majority 
of farm homes. -Good use should be made of them in thie. manner rine pielles 
by the Saskatchewan Department of Education. ;
